i. Favorable publicity in the Communist newspaper Land og Folk has been given 
to De Samvirkende Leferforeninger (Association of Tenant's Societies) which 
was founded in !930 under the name De Samvirkende Lejerforeninger | Stor~ 
kobenhavn (Association of Tenants’ Societies in Greater Copenhagen) far the 
purpose of furthering the adoption of rent laws. The association soon ex-~ 
panded beyond Copenhagen and became nationwide, numbering about 400 societies 
in August 1950, with about 40,000 members. 


2. At the present time there are many DSL members througkout the country who 
are also members of housing committees. Seven of the lay judges in the 
Copenhagen housing court have been placed there by DSL, and OSL has beer 
directly represented on the committees created by the government for the 
revision of housing laws. 


3. As the organization has grown to such proportions, drastic purges of the 
"“oaper members" have taken place with increasing frequency, as these are 
considered a hindrance in the organizational work. 


4, OSL has its headquarters in Norre Far.imagsgade 74, Copenhagen.
